Plucky Clerk Defends His 
Employer’s Store. 


HE FOUGHT A BOLD ROBBER. | 


WHEN THE INTRUDER DREW A 
REVOLVER HARTMAN GRAP- 
PLED WITH HIM. 


NOT A CENT WAS. TAKEN. 


The Robber Broke Away and Ran Out 
of the Store, With Hart- 
man Shooting at 
Him. 


A masked man tried to rob the grocery 
stors of Robert Moran, 1820 Biddle street, 
Tuesday morning. At 6 o’clock, while Eu- 
gene Hartman, the clerk, was alone in the 
store, the robber walked into the place. A 
black mask concealed his features, but 
Hartman says the fellow was about 2% 
years old. ’ 

Hartman was in front of the counter 
when the robber entered. The highwayman 
leveled a revolver at Hartman and told 
him to throw up his hands. Hartmann 
Was surprised, but not discéncerted. He 
said to the robber: 

“What do you want?” 

‘Your money, of course, and all there Is 
in the drawer," replied the robber. 

“Well, you don’t get it,” replied the 
plucky clerk, as he made a rush for the 
intruder. The clerk knocked the weapon 
aside with his left hand and grappled with 
him, the revolver being discharged in the 
air. 

They fought for several seconds about 


the place, the robber making desperate | 
efforts to use h's weapon. Finally, fearing | 
the noise of the shot would bring assist- 
ance, he broke away from Hartman and | 
ran out of the store. 

Hartman secured his own weapon from 
behind the counter and fired two shots at 
the fleeing robber, but did not hit him. 

Patrolmen Bermingham and Canty were 
attracted to the scene by the shots, but 
were unable to catch a giimpse of the 
highwayman. 

Hartman was able to furnish a pretty 
good description of the highwayman with 
the exception of his features, which were 
concealed by the mask.

IREAL ESTATE FORCERS | 
AND ARRESTS WILL SOON FOLLOW, 


FAPOSED

Gigantic Plot by Which the Gang Netted $1 3,000 
Here and Expected to Realize Over a 


Dollars.

WORKED FOR MONTHS IN ST. LOUIS 
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Place on Olive Street Where Names of Wealthy Citizens Were 
Signed to Deeds and Transfers Made—An Associate of 
Austin Bidwell, of Bank of England Fame, 
Said to Have Been in the Deal. 


The cleverest system of real estate for- 
geries that has developed in this country 
is about to be exploded and the parties to 
it arrested in this city. 

For months the Real Estate Exchange 
and a detective firm have labored to run 
down and unearth the men who figure’ in 
the transactions. Several of them are still 
here, believing they are unsuspected and 
safe; others have gone away and are now 
said to be concocting a scheme on a@ jarge 
scale, whereby they may rake in $1,000,000 
at one swoop and then retire from busi- 
ness, 

E. F. Cunningham, the attorney, who has 
an office im the Roe building, has long been 
engaged in gathering mater'al] for the pros- 
ecutions, and says he is in possession of 
evidence sufficient to convict those who 
were concerned in the deal. 

“It was a cunning plan of swindling,” 
says the attorney, “and involves names 
which I am not. yet ready to have pub- 
lished. In fact, I only consent to give you 
such details aB I may, because the -Post- 
Dispatch has manifestly secured from oth- 
ers the main facts of the case.’’ 

Mr. Cunningham then told the etory of 


‘ithe crimes substantially as follows: 


“Some time ago a gang of swindlers 
came to St. Louis and organized to exe- 
cute and negotiate forged papers to real 
estate. They soon found confederates 
here, and in a little while they opened an 
office itn the vicinity of 3300 Olive street. 

“They imitated the name of a well-known 
and reputable firm. 

“They pretended to have considerable 
business in the way of negotiable instru- 
ments, and it soon became known in close 
financial circles that good investments could 
be made with that firm. They had deeds 
of trust for sale, 

“These deeds were forgeries. The ganz 
secured their abstracts properly and knew 
the ground upon which there was no en- 
cumbrance. 

“They were bold enotgh i[n the execu- 
| tion of the deeds to use such names as 
| those of August Gehner, Charles F. Vogel 
and one of the Wolfes as trustees. knowing 
the instruments would be just that much 
more valuable. Whenever a_ prospective 
| purchaser was found they filed the trust 
deed, and the purchaser would find all the 
records in the Recorder’s office verifying, 
apparently, the representations of the swind- 
lers. ’ 

“When it came to the actual] transfer one 
of the gang would represent the owner of 
the property and make the necessary*as- 
severations. In some cases they even went 
so far as to forge releases of deeds of 
trust in order to execute other trusts. 

“Strang@Jy enough, and yet wisely, they 
held on to the certified checks they re 
ceived. Their object was, as I learned 
afterwards, to wait until they had a large 
amount and then cash them all in one day 
and disappear. They had $13,000 of checks 
in their possession when they were fright- 
ened off. 

“Among the other clever things they did 
at the beginning wae to take (nto the part- 
nership a member of the Real Bstate Ex- 
change. Suspieion began to be aroused as 
to the squareness of the firm, and the Ex- 
change began an investigation. Having a 
|delegate of their own in the councils the 
swindlers were forewarned. ‘The Exchange 
employed clever detectives to look into the 
| matter. The names of these men were 
_known to tbe euspects and preparations 
made to meet them at every step. 

“About this time another name began to 
be current as under suspicion. There ap- 
| peared in deeds of trust, also, the name of 
‘still another, but it appeared later they 
| were all more or less associated with the 


|original company. 
| “Behind the whole proposition and move- 


ment, however, was one of the cleverest of 
forge:s, who was associated with Bidwell, 
the mar who caught the Bank of England 
| for $5,000,000. That was the sort of power 
that was engineering the deai.”’ 


i 
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“The whole plan of procedure was to lee 
cate a man’s property, run down his title, 
make an abstract of the deed, forge @ 
deed of trust and negotiate the trust deed. 
“A Chestnut street man furnished the 
plats and deeds and a majority of the vic- 
tims were clients in his office. In point of 
fact, hie son was the real conspirator in 
that feature of the matter. He is not now 


in the city. 

“After awhile the fund that was sub- 
scribed among the real estate men to run 
down the suspicious characters became ex- 
hausted and no arrests were made, except 
that of one person, Herbert Mills, who has 
been in jail several weeks, under indict- 
ment by the last Grand-jury. Whether he 
had anything really to do with the trans- 
action is a matter to be determined by 
the Criminal Court. 

“By and by the men upon whose prop- 
erty the forged trust deeds had teen placed 
discovered them and promptly asked the 
court to set them aside as being fraudnu- 
lent. The trustees who had been named in 
the deeds came forward and testified to the 
fraudulent use of their names in the bodies 
of the instruments, and, the instruments 
were set aside, 

“The investigation of these leases has 
been tedious, but I think I am sae 
in the possession of a complete chain 
evidence to convict all of the men. 

“Not only that, I have letters, recently 
received, showing the gang is organizing 
on a large scale to attack three or four big 
cities at one time, cash out on the same day 
and disappear. This is its programme, 
Whether anything is done to prevent it de- 
pends on how hard the prosecutions in this « 
city are near B 

August Gehner says he knows but little 
regarding the transactions. “I never saw 


| any of the parties to my knowledge,”’ he 


said. “I taink, though, that we know one 
of the men who manipulated the deal. He 
was in my office several times, but never 
when I was in. I have no proof who the 
head of that real estate company was, but 
I and others whose names were used to 
further the fraud are morally certain as to 
fraud having been committed." 


Herbert Miils was seen by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter im jail Tuesday and asked 
to make a statement of his connection with 
the real estate firm and the questionable 
transactioas in which it was involyed. 

“I'd rather be excused from discussing 
that subject now,” he said. “You can see it 
would place me in a peculiar pogition to 
make any statement on the eve of my trial, 
It would expose my line of defense to those 
interested in prosecuting me, and probably 
injure my case, which comes up in @ few 
days. Besides, my attorney has cautioned 
me to say nothing until I am forced to do 
so on the stand, 

“IT had no connection with the real estate 


me under aliases. I appear to have been 
used as a scapegoat to shield the real crim- 
inals. I was brought into my present pre- 
dicament by a friend, who thought he was 
doing me a great favor. 

“I have been in here several months now, 
but not a soul of those responsible for my 
being here has come to see me. They 
procured an attorney for me soon after I 
was arrested, but I soon d'scovered that 
this was part of a scheme to railroad me 
into the penitentiary. They deserted me 
without giving me any notice and had I 
not been wise enough to secure the services 
of an attorney of niy own I would have 
heen in the penitentiary at the present 
oohe any of the members of the firm have 
made a confession I am in ‘gnorance of its 
substance. I have not eeen my attorney 
since Nov. 19, but if you go to see him I 
have no doubt be can give you a very in- 
teresting story in page . any allega- 
tions they may make against me. 
torney knows really more of the complica- 
tions of the case in which I have been ine 


volved than I do.”

The gir] refused to give a reason for try- 
dng to tommit suicide, but said she left 
home because her parents wanted her to 
wor Kat a boarding house on Third and 
Rutger streets. 

An ambulance was summoned and the 
girl transferred as quickly as possible to 
the City Dispensary. The laudanum had 
begun to have its effect. The attendants 
declared she was the prettiest girl ever 
received at that institution, It is thought 
she will recover. 

From the Dispensary the g:rl was sent 
to the City Hospital for treatment. 

Irene’s mother and father appeared at the 
Dispensary just after the girl had been 
sent away. They said their daughter went 
to a restaurant at Third and Rutger streets 
Tuesday morning to go to work, but re.

“She is an American, not a German girl, 
said the mother, vigorously, in telling the 
story. “Otto Fisher boards with us and 
they are in love, but we made no objections 
to that.’’

“I wanted to die because 1 Was aiways 80 
miserabie at home.

“TIT lost'my place a few weeks ago and 
Since then could not get work. The bakery 
I worked in was sold. Yesterday I heard I 
could get work at Third and Convent streets. 
I went there and found it was a boardin 
house, They offered me $10 a month, but 
would rather die than work in a boarding- 
house in that nieghborhood, 

Father and mother both scolded me aw- 
fully for not taking the place. Whenever I 
was at work and would take my wages 
home they were pleasant enough. This 
morning concluded to die. I bought 5 
cents worth of laudanum and ewaliowed 
it. I am sorry now that I did it and will 
never try to kill myself again.”’

it. He had a key to unlock every door, 
and then abstracted goods in*such quanti- 
ties ds would not be missed. He never 
robbed a store except on very dark, windy 
nights; went dressed in a garb of black 
from head to foot, and never used any kind 
of a light under any circumstances. 

Ably’e robberies were confined principally 
to shoes, and in an upper room of his big 
store was a car load of new paper boxes, 
into which the gouds would be piaced and 
the marks on the old ones removed by a 
liquid eraser, a bottle of which was found 
in the place.

The Haytian Minister at Washington 
Ghinks Fhat War Ought to Be 
Declared and Will Call 
on McKinley.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 14.—If Italy 
follows the course pursued by Germany 
with Hayti in collecting an indemnity for 
the murder of an Italian subject and the 
illegal seizure of an Italian vessel, the be- 
lief prevails in. Washington that President 
Sam will be forced by his people to declare 
war. 

Minister Ieger said he had received no 
information in regard to this iast phase of 
Hayti’s internal trouble, but he expects that 
he will be early advised of the matter in 
order that he may make suitable represen- 
tations on the subject to this government, 

Until fully acquainted with the facts the 
President will probably outline no policy, 
but should it be shown that the Italian 
ciaims are just the administration will not 
interfere unless Italy should attempt to 
make a permanent landing on Haytian soil. 
This latter eventuality is not considered a 
possibility by the authorities and should 
the Italian claims be just the administra- 
tion will probably have nothing to say. The 
United States cruiser Marblehead will re- 
main at Port-Au-Prince until Hayti troubles 
are over 

The threat of the Haytian Minister that 
his Government will declare war is regard- 
ed as absurd in Washington. Port-au- 
Prince has four forts. Two of them con- 
tain hundred-pound rifles and one is armed 
with an ll-inch smooth bore. The Atlanta's 
two 8-inch rifles could destroy the four 
forts in two hours. 

Hayti’s navy censists of the wooden flag- 
ship Dessalines, the ram Toussainte and 
the troopship Belise. The Dessalines is 
armed with a small Gatling gun, a small 
Nordenfeldt gun and a thirty-pound rifle. 
The Toussainte is no better off. 

One Italian warship could without the 
slightest difticulty either destroy the forts 
and the President’s palace or tow the 
Haytian warships to sea as prizes. 

A correspondent at Port-au-Prince recent- 
ly drew a good pen picture of the army on 
arade. He writes: “In front of the military 
eadquarters in the public square were 
drawn up a regiment of some fifty men. The 


men were all undersized, broken-kneed speci- 


mens without style or discipline. Not one 
of them stood erect, and no two of them 
did the same thing at the same time. They 
were caricatures of soldiers. Some of them 
were barefooted; some had straw hats and 
some military caps. I had remarked an offi- 
cer strutting about with brandished sword, 
his black legs ending in gaudy red slippers, 
rummers, buglers and trumpet- 
ers out of all proportion to the number of 
pr:vates. 

“‘Haytian soldiers have seen so many revo- 
lutions that they take them as a matter of 
course, and when a new one starts they 
simply shoulder their rifles—fine repeaters, 
by the way—and try to make as much noise 
and hit as few of their opponents as possi- 
ble. When an experienced Haytian under- 
taker reads in a war bulletin that 1,000 men 
have been killed he figures on about a-.dozen 
coffins for the lot.’’

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dee. 14—A new 
code of rules for the House of Representa- 
tives will be presented by Speaker Reed and 
his associates on the Committee on Rules 
after the holiday recess. At present the 
House is proceeding under the rules of two 
years ago, these having been adopted pend- 
ing the framing of new rules. The present 

urpose is to readopt the old rules without 
mpcrtant changes. 

In view of published reports that Mr. Reed 
was framing a rule designed to cut off ‘‘rid- 
ers’’ to appropriation bills originating in the 
Senate, it is stated by one familiar with the 
= ee pl views that he hae not contem- 
plated any such action, and that the House 
could not do so if it would. When such 
amendments come over from the Senate, 
the House is obliged to act on them by con- 
curring or non-concurring, and it is said 
that this action could not be changed so as 
to abridge the rights of the Senate. 

Rev. Barrett of Massachusetts is to be 
given a hearing at an early day on two 
amendments which he proposes. One of 
these seeks to give the minority larger 
rights than it enjoys at present in present- 
ing amendments and substitutes, and in se- 
curing time during debate. At present the 
rules are very strict and Individual mem- 
bers have little latitude in securing addi- 
tions to the Me gee A egger bile. Mr. Bar-

Mrs. Fiske’s Tess is the triusnmph of con- 
scious art. She does not leave to the mo- 
ment’s passion the working out of great 
Every moment, every movement, 
every facial expression, every modulation 
of voice is calculated. Had you seen her 
as Thomas Hardy's fate pursued woman a 
year ago—during the first weeks of the run 
in New York’s Fifth Avenue Theater—or 
had you followed her upon the road and 
compared many performances with that aft 
the Fourteenth Street Theater last night, 
you would not have been able to detect dif- 
ferences important enough to note in a 
dozen details, 


Her entrances are modest, the climaxes of 
scenes and acts quiet, “fat” is thrown 
away, speeches that an actress of “the 
good old stock company days’’ would have 
filed with fuss and fury she repeats monot- 
onously. There is in no line or action any 
appearance of “working up to a curtain.” 
She is as honest as sunlight and as pene- 
trating. She makes no appeal to the super- 
ficial] sentiments. Hearing and seeing her, 
one never feels sharp spasms of sympathy 
which Salvation Army routine pleas arouse; 
but, appealing to the intelligence solely, 
she gradually—yet surely—assumes such 
sway over the hearts in the throng before 
her that when tears are demanded they 
are given ungrudgingly and without shame, 

Finding a fly in the ointment is the easy 
and perhaps necessary task. The defect 
in the presentation of the play lies in a 
concession to the box office. Gloom is the 
essence of fate and Tess is a creautre of 
the inevitable. She is heredity and environ- 
ment. She is a diamond in a muck Heap, 
but a diamond that may be decomposed 
into likeness with that from which we see 
her fitfully gleaming. Encompassed, driven 
by the generations before and contempo- 
rary with her she goes down the only path 
her feet may find. All this ts distressing, 
and however much we may love our own 
tears, shed for mimic woe, those tense 
students of our hearts who count the dol- 
lars we have paid for tickets know that we 
love laughter more. 

Thus it is that unctious John Jack has 
been permitted to enlarge and emphasize, 
disproportionately, the low-comedy part of 
Sir John d’'Urberville (otherwise Darby- 
field). He is a picture by Cruikshank, as 
vital as Steve Brodie, richer in humor than 
Micawber, He exaggerates your exaggera- 
tion of that father who, bound in a cell 
of vanity, could not see how his daughter’s 
shame eclipsed his noble geneology. He is 
out of drawing that you may be tickled 
to laughter; he separates himself from the 
picture that you may cease to weep. 

I saw last night's presentation of the play 
disillusioned—having studied it elsewhere— 
and brought away a new enthusiasm, a new 
warmth of admiration for Wilfred North's 
Jonathan. A _ slight sense of irritation 
toward the inadequate Angel Clare of Forest

Her quiet pose &t the back 
of the scene, her unimpressive going and 
coming while she is no part of the scene 
and the supreme naturalness with which 
she takes the stage when her cue comes 
should be awakening to those persons 
whose conceit has affronted our intelli- 
gence. Her voice, metallic in scenes which 
show her at her worst, meltingly soft and 
musically sweet in the love passages, Is 
beyond the art of any teacher in elocution. 
Delsarte only dreamed of one who should 
80 perfectly fit the gesture to the word. 

I shudder at the thought of a stock com- 
pany actress attempting the confession 
scene; I thrill with pity remembering the 
story of Tess’ woe as Mrs. Fiske told it— 
her voice ever on one note. 

Climaxes are “fat.” They call for the 
high C of dramatic endeavor. The common 
actor reserves himself for the triumph, the 
despair, the accusation or denunciation of 
the moment when the curtain falls. Mrs. 
Fiske is always in reserve. She is re~ 
straint from the opening overture to the 
last curtain call; but nowhere is restraint 
more manifest than at the end of the act 
when the light and the interest center on 
her word and deed. 

The temptation of the wilderness assails 
the actress at the end of the third act, 
when deserted, starving and overborne by 
others, suffering Tess yields to her moth- 
er’e insistence and the pleading of the man 
who had ruined her life. Mrs. Fiske resiat- 
ed, if Tess did not. The actress stilled the 
tumult of pleadings and, uttering in that 
metallic tone, “Alec, I will go with you,” 
she goes. 

There were men and women sobbing all 
about one, but only the cheerful idiots 
clapped their resdnant palms. A curtain 
call would have been a condemnation of 
the audience. 

The audience is on trial in the fourth act. 
Alec, drunken and brutal, asserts his au- 
thority over the ruined woman. The eitua- 
tion touches the hysterio-comical. We can- 
not reason it out, but we are irresistibly 
inclined to laugh at drunkenness. We 
know it is loathsome; that Teas’ fate ls

Mr. F. De Donato knows his rights, and 
“knowing dare maintain.” He maintained 
them at the point of a pisto! on Thurs- 
day night and nearly scared the l'fe out of 
S. S. Robinson, a motorman on the Page 
avenue division of the Lindell Railway. 

The episode occurred at Plymouth and 
Hamilton avenues. Tuesday morning Rob- 
inson procured a- police summons against 
Mr. De Donato, and the case will be tried 


by Judge Stevenson. 

Robinson’s story is that Mr. De Donato 
was crossing the street when his car turned 
the corner and brushed against him, push- 
ing him into a mudhole. Quick as a flash, 
he says, De Donato drew a pistol, flourished 
it in his face and commanded him to stop 
or be killed forthwith. Robinson stopped. 

Mr. De Donato’s story, which is cor- 
roborated by his wife, throws a different 
light on the affair. e explained that at 
the crossing there {s only a foot of space 
free from mud, and to reach the crossing 
around the corner it is necessary tp walk 
back along the railroad track to the other 
crossing. 

Thursday night Mr. and Mrs. De Donato 
got off a car and walked along the track,. 
as usual. They had nearly reached their 
crossing when another car came along be- 
hind. He says the motorman ordered him 
off the track. The car had already stoppea 
but the motorman started to throw off the 
brake, threatening to run over Mm Ue 
Donato uniess he stepped aside into the 
mud. Then, Mr. De Donato says, he drew 
his pistol and told the motorman if he 
dared to run over him he would kill him 
there and then. 

Mr.De Donato says he was clearly within 
his rights, as, especially, if the company 
would place a load of cinders at the cross- 
ing it would not be necessary to walk on 
the track. 


DR. PAQUIN'S GUINEA PIGS 


They and Rabbits and a Bay Mare 
Cost $923.16. 


Dr. Anatole Rouif, the veterinary surgeon, 
was given a judgment in Judge Fisher’s 
court for $923.16 against John T. Milliken 
and Dr. Paul Paquin. 

Dr. Rouif sued them for $1,044.35, which he 
claimed was due him for services rendered 
by him to the firm of Milliken & Paquin. 
The doctor says that from October, 1894, to 
July, 1895,.he did many things for the firm, 
such as buying eighteen horses, one rabbit 
and two pair of guinea pigs, all worth 
$395.50. A while later he sold them a bay 
mare named Fannie, worth $200. 

Other charges for services, medical at- 
tendance, etc., ran the bill up to $1,044.35. 
The cauge was referred to Robert McLaren 
as referee, and he in his report found that 
Milliken & Paquin owed Rouif $923.16. 

The referee is alowed $100 and witnesses 
$10, all of which are taxed as costs against 
Milliken & Paquin. 


When Louls Nelson left his saloon at the 
northeast corner of Sixth street and Clark 
avenue Saturday night, he took all the big 
bills-out of the cash drawer and put them 
in his. pocket. The bartender, Wiliiam 
Brown, was left $10 in s'lver and small bills 
with which to mike change. 

At 1:30 o’clock Sunday morning Brown was 

reparing to close up vusiress. His brother, 

ames, was in the saloon waiting for him, 
Two large men entered from the front door. 
They wore handkerchiefs over their faces 
and each carried a‘p‘stol The robbers 
called on the two Browns to hana over, 
andthe two Browns complied without wast- 
ing words. 

Besides getting the $10 of Nelson’s money 
in the cash drawer, the robbers took Wil-

fiscated Nelson's fine revolver, which lay 
in the cash drawer for use in just such 
emergencies.

ST. LOUIS “HOBO” KLONDIKE 


“Jenks’ Island” Is Turning Up Coin 
and Table Silver Galore. 


‘Jenks’ Island” is at present the Klon- 
dike for St. Louis hoboes. 

The “island” is at the foot of Mullanphy 
street, and bears the name of “‘Jenks,’’ be- 
cause whenever the river is low enough 
Capt. Jenks of the Harbor and Wharf De- 
partment dredge and wrecking boat puts 
in a good part of his time blowing up the 
old dump with dynamite. 

This dump is the accumulation of years, 
and has formed a bar in the river extending 
so far out that it has become a menace :o 
naviga*ion. In the past few days the oper- 
ations of Capt. Jenks and his force have 
yielded them handsome profits. Nearly 
half a hundred dollars have been found in 
the sodden mud ripped up by the dynamite. 

There were silver dollars, half dollars, 
dimes, quarters and nickels, some of them 
of the minfage of Andrew Jackson’s day. 
Beside the actual coin other articles of 
value, such as siiver spoons, forks and 
knives, cooking and farming utensils, many 
in fair order, have been blown out by the 
score, and every man on the boat has such 
articles to give to his friends. 

One find that Capt. Jenks prizes is that 
of a Nansen souvenir spoon, one of the 
number that were so much prized years ago 
when Explorer Nansen first started on his 
Arctic expedition.

Speaker Pro Tem. Wittenberg of the 


House voiced the sentiments of his col- 
leagues when he said Tuesday: 

“IT think that men who have to devote so 
much of their time to the city’s affairs 
should be paid more than $25 a month, and 
there is no doubt the present Assembly 
would raise the salary if the law permitted, 
We have to meet twice a week in the even- 
ing, it is true, and more often if there is 
urgent business. Then we have to attend 
committee meetings, all of which takes 
time from one’s business. I agree with the 
Chicago Aldermen, and think St. Louis 
should do likewise, but there is no probabil- 
ity of it unless we change the Charter.” 

Alderman Judy thinks that $1,500 is little 
enough to pay a man who devotes most of 
his time to the city’s business. He contends 
that between the pulling and hauling of 
place-hunters who besiege the Aldermen 
and the actual time taken for legislation 
an Alderman has no time to devote to 
private business, and he has to neglect 
either his private or public business as 
long as he is in office. 

‘Il doubt,” said Mr. Judy, ‘“‘whether a 
bill to increase salaries would pass or not, 
for if this Assembly were to pass such a 
bill it could not reap any benefit from it, 
but the next Assembly would. If a fellow 
had any certainty about being re-elected he 
might want to push such a measure, but 
the uncertainty of politics, aside from the 
question as to whether we have a legal 
right to pass such a bill, is not likely to 
raise up enthusiastic promoters for an jn- 
crease of salary.”’

WOULD LIKE HIGHER SALARIES 


St. Louis Councilmen Think They 
Should Be Paid More. 


St. Louis Councilmen would like to fol- 
low the wake of the Chicago Aldermen and 
vote themselves annual salaries of $1,500 a 
year, but the Charter prohibits them. 

Speaker Pro Tem, Wittenberg of the 


House voiced the sentiments of his col- 
leagues when he said Tuesday: 

“IT think that men who have to devote so 
much of their time to the city’s affairs 
should be paid more than $25 a month, and 
there is no doubt the present Assembly 
would raise the salary if the law permitted, 
We have to meet twice a week in the even- 
ing, it is true, and more often if there is 
urgent business. Then we have to attend 
committee meetings, all of which takes 
time from one’s business. I agree with the 
Chicago Aldermen, and think St. Louis 
should do likewise, but there is no probabil- 
ity of it unless we change the Charter.” 

Alderman Judy thinks that $1,500 is little 
enough to pay a man who devotes most of 
his time to the city’s business. He contends 
that between the pulling and hauling of 
place-hunters who besiege the Aldermen 
and the actual time taken for legislation 
an Alderman has no time to devote to 
private business, and he has to neglect 
either his private or public business as 
long as he is in office. 

“I doubt,” said Mr. Judy, “whether a 
bill to increase salaries would pass or not, 
for if this Assembly were to pass such a 
bill it could not reap any benefit from it, 
but the next Assembly would. If a fellow 
had any certainty about being re-elected he 
might want to push such a measure, but 
the uncertainty of politics, aside from the 
question as to whether we have a legal 
right to pass such a bill, is not likely to 
raise up enthusiastic promoters for an in- 
crease of salary,.”’

I?y means of a forked stick, one 
prong of w!'°h he held in each hand, and 
the single prong pointing upward, Long 
would begin hrs search for the vein of

forked stick would turn in his hands and 
point downward. ‘ 

So unerringly did Long perform his work 
that no one thought of putting down a well

LOST RACE 


ONE OF THE INDIANA MOUNDS. 


Proposition to Convert Indiana’s Prehistoric Mounds 
Into a National Park, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NDERSON, Ind., Dec. 14.—Congress will 
be asked to convert the prehistoric mounds 
of Indiana near here into a national park. 

The five great mounds lie just east of 
this city. The outer circle of the greatest 
of the five is but ten feet in height, but 
broad enough to allow teams to pass over 
its crest. It is 180 feet in diameter, and 
measured from any point it is identically 
the same distance from the center mound. 
The precision of these outer ridges is so 
nice they at office attract attention. With a 
graceful curve the ridges slope on an apgle 
of about 120 degrees to a great ditch 15 
feet wide and about 15 feet deep. Like the 
ridge, it is a perfect circle. From the ditch 
rises the inner, the great mound. The rise 
ia rounded and evened off as prettily as 
though it had just been completed, In the 
very center of this mound, which I!s fully 
100 feet across, is a prominence, and this 
is five feet above the outer circle ridge, and 
twenty feet h'gher than the inner ditch. 
From this a path, wide enough for teams 
to pass, runs to the outer ridge, where 
there is an opening. It bridges the ditch. 
All mounds, large and small, are built on 
identically this pattern, all of the openings 
being to the north and on a direct line 
from the center mound to the north star. 
These openings have been much studied, 
but the significance of their direction has 
rot been determined, The recent discoveries, 
given Jater, all tend to the belief that all 
of these mounds are buried deep under the 
prasent surface and were built on the strata 
of ehale probably before the alluvial de- 
posits were made. 

The great mounds of the Indian group all 
belong to the Bronnenberg family, which is 
among the wealthiest and best known in 
this e@unty. The Bronnenbergs, while éen- 
terprising farmers, have little idea of the 
assistance they might give to science by 
allowing excavations in the mounds. They 
have persistently refused to allow any ex- 
cavatiors made in any of the mounds, but 
recently a midnight party was organized, 
which dug in the center of the center 
mound. Although the men went down twen- 
ty fee: they found nothing but loose alluvial 
soll that had evidently not been used in the 
construction of the mounds, but had accu- 
mulated later, This strengthens the theory 
that the real works of primitive art lie far 
below the present surface of the ground, 
and are built upon the underlying strata 
cf slate. 

Dory Biddle of Anderson, a collector of 
antiques, has a skull, and another is on ex- 
hibition here which has been severed just 

bove the ears, in such a manner as to re- 

ove the crown of the head and lay the 


brain bare. These skulls were found with 
others under conditions which would indi- 
cate that they were those of the mound 
builders. They are very large, show marked 
intellectuality, and, unlike skulls of the 
present day, or of Indians, have a fifth 
skull bone in the back of the head. There 
can be no doubt that the purpose of re- 
moving the top of these skulls was to re- 
move the biain tissue. The skulls have been 
severed with some fine instrument, which 
did the work as precisely as the surgeon’s 
saw of to-day would do it. 

Recently, while making an excavation 
near the mounds, workmen who did not ap- 
preciate the find, suddenly came upon a 
composition which resembled a baked ce- 
ment or clay. It was round and secure. 
They broke into it and found they had 
opened a hermetically. sealed cave which re- 
sembles greatiy our cisterns of the present 
day. It was dry as a powder-house, and 
the air which came from its recesses was 
sickening and tainted with great age. Here 
in this small receptacle, scarceiy large 
enough to hold more, were found six skeij- 
etons in a sitting position, All were propped 
up evidently when first put in. When the 
fresh air came rolling in they crumbled to 
pieces and but for a few bones which re- 
main no trace is left of this remarkable 
find. The bones that are saved, however, 
indicate a people who were very large— 
decidedly Jarger than those of the present 
day. Parts of the skulls showed that the 
heads were very large also—the foreheads 
were very large. 

There can also be Uttle doubt that this 
find is closely connected with the mounds 
and that the skeletons were those of mound 
builders. It ig claimed a similar discovery 
was Made some years ago near the mounds, 
and that this proves convincingly that 
mound builders were the occupants of the 
célis. This mode of burial could not have 
been that of the modern Indians who occu- 
pied this part of the country at the time of 
the landing of Columbus, 

Francis alker of this city, who has long 
advocated the converting of the Indiana 
mounds into a national park, says that the 
mound builders of this section were far ad- 
vanced in the arts and sciences, If the 
mounds were, as supposed, built upon the 
shales which underlie the alluvial deposits, 
a reference to geological data would -place 
the existence of these aborigines back as 
far as the time of the Pharoahs. 

o the east of the mounds is a cave of 
artificial formation that leads in toward the 
great mound 160 feet distant, and is fully 
fifty feet below the present surface of the 
mounds. There is little doubt that here lies 
the solving of the great mystery. It is prob- 
able that following this would bring a per- 
son in the inner chambers of a work of 
lee a building that would solve the 

oubts now existing regarding the history 
of this remarkable people. 

Should the movement co 
lands into a national park be successful the 
Smithsonian Institutfon and other institu- 
tions of learning which have been greatly 
interested in this group will make excava- 
tions that are now impossible.

Their December une was taken on around 
85c. The Leiter party say that they have 
closed arrangements to ship 5,000,000 bushels 
at a 12-cent rate to New York by rail. They 
have booked ocean room at Boston for 500,- 
000 bushels, at Portland for 250,000 bushe:s, 
and on Saturday they chartered two steam- 
ers at New York to take 250,000 busheis, 
January loading. Railroad men say that 
this is the biggest contract ever made, and 
they understand that the Pennsylvania lines 
have secured it. 

It is said that the large contracts have 
been made to ship corn to New York at 
lie, and a good many export provisions are 
being taken at lic. This means that prac- 
tically one man, Joseph Leiter, having or- 
ders for a vast amount of wheat, has char- 
tered steamers and contracted with rail- 
roacs to make quick delivery of it and 
w:ll pay over $600,000 for the job. 

Joseph Leiter is a smooth-faced, athletic- 
looking Harvard graduate, 30 years old. He 
lives in magnificent style, has a valet, keeps 
many horses and dogs and is extremely 
careful about his dress, almost as careful as 
he is in business. When Leiter went into 
the wheat deal six months ago he knew 
nothing about the game. Now he is looked 
upon as the most remarkable man Chicago 
has produced.

T was Xmas eve of the year—. Witat

THE PRESIDENT’S OFFICIAL FAM- 
_ILY CAME FROM WASHINGTON 
ON A SPECIAL TRAIN. 


DR. MANCHESTER'S EULOGY. 


The Funeral Was the Most Imposing 
and Largely Attended of Any 
That the Little Ohio City 
Has Ever Witnessed. 


CANTON, 0O., Dec. 14.—The funeral of 
Mrs: McKinley was held this afternoon at 1 
o'clock at the First Methodist BPpiscopal 
Church, of which the deceased had been 
long a faithful member. It was the prefer- 
encé of the immediate relatives to have 
brief private services at the old McKinley 
homestead, but in answer to the urgent 
request of neighbors, old-time firends and 
members of the church they ylelded their 
desires and consented to have public serv- 
ices. . 

The members of the Cabinet and other 
officials from Washington attended. It was 
the largest funeral Canton has ever wit- 
nessed. All business was abandoned in Can- 
ton.. The public schools closed at noon 
for the remainder of the day. 


The City Council, at a meeting last night, 
arranged to attend the funeral in a body 
and ordered all offices in the city building 
closed. during the hours of the funeral. 
The court-house closed at noon. and the of- 
ficials and clerks together with the members 
of the bar attended the service@ in a body. 
Rain began falling last evening and hase 


But a of the weather the streets 
of the aty began to fill with those who 
desired to attend the services. 

Dr. DS E. Manchester, the pastor of Mrs. 
McKimley’s church, delivered the eulogy. 
He said: 

“T think the first feeling that comes to 
us all to-day {is one of personal bereave- 
ment. She who has gone out from our 
midst was a friend. The nation knows 
her as the distinguished mother; we, of the 
home city, know her as one whose kindly 
words and smile have been a cheer and a 
benediction to many a heart and home. 

“For her ‘The long, long night’ has 

assed. The morning breaks at last. But 

er place upon this earth will be vacant 
forever. Hers is unspeakable gain, but 
ours js an unutterable loss. 

“Her faith that God does al] things well, 
that he makes no mistakes, was the one 
creed of her Christian life. For she was a 
Christian indeed. Undemonstrative and 
unobtrusive, yet she was well known as 
one of the disciples of Christ. Until the 
infirmities of increasing years made it im- 
possible, she frequented the prayer service, 
and when she could no longer do that kept 
her place in the morning service on the 
Lord’s day, where her strong but gentle 
face was a constant inspirat.on to pastor 
and worshipers, Now, the end crowns 
the work. She has come down to her grave 
like the well-ripened grain, ready for the 
harvest. ; 

“She grew old beautifully because she 
walked with God. We may paraphrase the 
well known words of a poet and say: 


No more, no more, 

The worldly shore 

Disturbs her with its loud uproar. 
With opened eyes 

Her spirit files 

Beyond the gates of Paradise. 


We weep and wait, but for her, 
This kappier one, 

Her course is run. 

From lands of snow, to lands of sun, 
With opened eyes, Ler spirit flies, 
Where summer sings and never dies. 


After the ceremonies at the church the 
funeral cortege moved to Westlawn Cem- 
etery, where the body was laid beside that 
of Mr. McKinley and other relatives of the 
deceased. 

The remains of Mrs. McKinley rest on 
a beautiful casket. The outer tasket is of 
cedar shell, with Dlack broadcloth. The in- 
ner casket is of solid copper, contain ng p.l- 
low and mattress and linings of pure white 
surah silk. The entire casket is inclosed in 
a solid polished oak burial case, The handles 
are known as extension bar handles. An 
oxidized plate is engraved with the name, 
“Nancy Allison McKinley. On the upper 
corner is found ‘April 27, 1809." which was 
the date of her birth, and in the lower cor- 
ner is engraved the date of death, Dec, 12,

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BLONDE WW THE CASE 


DISAPPEARANCE OF POSTMASTER 
GILLHAM OF UPPER ALTON 
ACCOUNTED FOR. 


WHERE IS MAGGIE SCHOEN? 


Find Her, and Gillham’s Acquaint- 
ances Say He Will Be Easy 
to Locate. 


The mystery is fading away from the 
disappearance of Willard lL. Gillham, Post- 
master of Upper Aiton. 

The inevitable woman in the case is said 
to be a blonde, known both as Miss Maggie 
Schoen and Mrs. Maggie Colgan, and said 
variously to live dn St. Louis, Springfield, 
Ill.; Vincennes, Peoria and Bloomington. 

Gulham left Upper Alton Nov, 18, saying 
that he was going to Chicago and would 
return in a few days. He did not return 
and fears were expressed that he had been 
murdered, because of the vigor with which 
he prosecuted Brown, —igen's of and Wyatt, 
the men convicted of murdering his uncle, 
State Senator Daniel B. Gillham of Upper 
Alton, in 1591. 

These apprehensions were dispelled by 
Gillham’s family. They said they were not 
alarmed by his absence and knew he would 
come back. 

There was further speculation and the 
post-office accounts were examined, They 
were found correct, 

There was more speculation and Isaac 
Randall, Jr., formerly Gillham’s assistant 
in the Post-office, furnished the key to 
the mystery. He told about the pretty 
bionde that used to visit Upper Alton and 
whom he frequently took driving. She was 
supposed to come to se@ him, but in real- 
ity she was Gillham’s charmer and Gill- 
ham provided Randall with the money he 
spent on her. . 

This blonde, Randall said, was Maggie 
Schoen, sometimes known as Mrs, Colgan. 

Gillham met her in Springfield in Jan- 
uary, 1894. After that they corresponded 
and she frequently visited Alton, After 
Randall was admitted to their confidence 
her letters were addressed to him, but 
that plan caused more complications and 
it was abandoned. 

Last August Mrs. Gillham found one of 
Magzie’s letters in her husband's pocket. 
There was an explanation, and the hus- 
band and wife came to St. Louls and saw 
the woman. Exactly what passed has not 
developed, as Mrs. Gillham will not dis- 
cuss the matter, but it is said that there 
Was a controversy over Maggie's right to 
keep a big picture of Gillham hanging in 
her parlor. 

Mrs. Gillham and her husband’s stepmoth- 
er say that Gillham was made to buy the 
silence of a woman and her husband; that 
they kept him drained of money for years 
/ and finally ruined him. His sisters loane 
' him money to make good a trust fund he 
had spent, and he transferred his property 
to them, 

There are various theories as to where 
Gillham is, most of them based on the be- 
lief that he is with Maggie Schoen. Some 
of his friends think he is in Chicago, others 
in Vincennes, others in Springfield, and 
others in St. Louis. 

Maggie Schoen's sister, Mrs. Rose Tilgh- 
man, of Bloomington, Ill, says she knows 
where he is, but won’t: tell unless she is 
paid $500. She denies that he is with Mag- 
gie, and claims that Maggie has a husband

“Back to the soil!” 

That is the rallying cry of Commander 
Booth-Tucker of the Salvation Army in 
furthering his colonization scheme for the 
poor of the cities of America. 

The Commander and his wife, Consul 
Booth-Tucker, arrived in St. Louls from 
Chicago Tuesday morning and are quar- 
tered at the West End Hotel. 

tconomists who deal with the curse of 
poverty in the large cities have long de- 
plored the tendency toward concentration. 
The advice to the unemployed to gO to the 
country” has been freely bestowed; but 
how do so? 

Commander Booth-Tucker thinks he has 
erfected a plan by which the poor, will- 
-) to work, will become independent and 
self-supporting. 

“It costs the cities of the United States 


said the Commander to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. “All the honey is spread in the 
cities and what wonder that the flies settle 
there! Distribute the honey over the coun- 
try and see how quickly the flies will follow, 

“Our plan is to colonize the poor and un- 
employed on ten-acre farms. We do not 
propose to give them their farms, nor to 
keep them on charity. We will build them 
a house, and enable them to live until 
they reap the first fruits of their labors. 
The total cost of land and cottage will not 
exceed $450. This the men will pay back 
in easy weekly installments of from $1 to 
9 


“It Is calculated that five years will suf- 
fice to pay up, but we place the limit at 
fifteen years. 

“If ten acres is not sufficient to support 
a family, then we will make it more, but 
ten acres is sufficient in productive soil. 
One man can attend to ten acres, support a 
family upon it and save a little. To culti- 
vate more than ten acres would réquire 
hired help, and that would be unprofitable, 

“The pian is perfectly feasible. I have 
been asked if the poor would leave the 
Cities. The answer is in the applications we 
received before we were even ready to en- 
tertain them, Six hundred applications, 
averaging five persons to the tamily, are 
on file, representing 3,000 persons anxious to 
leave the cities.
